7 1 5 disclose a radio telephone apparatus for use in a cellular mobile telephone 
system including means for alarming at least a user operating the apparatus in response to a drop 
in signal strength.

Marui et al 708 disclose a radio telephone apparatus for use in a cellular mobile system 
including an alarm to inform a user of a drop in signal strength of radio frequency signals received 
over an estabhshed communication link. 

I et al '218 discloses controlling power and access of wireless devices to base stations 
which use code divisions multiple access.

Matsumoto '244 discloses a digital mobile unit having a function of issuing a tone level 
controllable input signal degradation alarm and a method thereof 

Soliman '838 discloses a system and method for monitoring and managing the loading 
conditions in a CDMA wireless communication system.
